sed with devils: and he cast out 
the spirits with his word, and 
healed all that were sick: That it 
might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, say¬ 
ing, Himself took our infirmities, 
and bare our sicknesses.” 

I would like to turn to Luke the 
fourth chapter and the seventeenth 
and eighteenth verses. “And there 
was delivered unto him the book of 
the prophet Esaias. And when he 
had opened the book, he found the 
place where it was written. The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be¬ 
cause he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; he 
hath sent me to heal the broken¬ 
hearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and the recovering 
of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised. To 


cause they were supposed to look 
for the Messiah to come, and when 
he came he was to do these things. 

Now he fulfilled all these great 
promises and yet they take Him 
and they crucify Him. Of course 
God had foretold that they would 
do this. That he would be despised 
and rejected and that he would die 
for our sins according to the scrip¬ 
ture, but that he would rise again 
the third day. You see in the mind 
of God this would be the passover 
of Passovers. It would exceed every 
other Passover that had been ever 
celebrated, because of his death 
and resurrection. The veil of the 
temple was rent in twain. What a 
marvelous thing that would be, 
that when the Son of Man gave up 
the Ghost by the penalty of a 
broken law, for everyone of us, 


taking the law out of the way and 
nailing it to his cross. What would 
the people think, standing in the 
Temple? All of a sudden that 
beautiful veil was rent in twain, 
showing that way into the very 
presence of God was now open, and 
that each and everyone of us could 
come in with boldness and make 
our wants and wishes known unto 
him, who is now the great High 
Priest. 

The Word of God says that he 
rose for our justification and he 
ever lives to make intercession for 
us. For he is the propation for 
our sins and not for our sins only 
but for the sins of the whole world. 
He is our Advocate that stands in 
our place, that keeps our robes of 
righteousness spotless before the 
throne of his glory.

Hi, there, boys and girls! How 
many times have you heard mother 
ask you this question, “Did you 
wash, WITH SOAP?” Maybe some 
of you don’t like to wash with soap 
—but for a little while today we 
want to think about SOAP. 

Soap is a very necessary item to 
have around the home. Just think 
how hard it would be to clean our 
bodies or to wash the dishes and 
clothes clean without soap. Soap 
comes in round cakes, oval cakes, 
long bars and short squares. It 
may be obtained in liquid form or 
in flakes and you can get blue soap, 
green soap, white, yellow, red or 
brown soap. Some soap is made 
for hard water and some is made 
for soft water. No matter what 
kind, or what color, it is used for 
just one purpose, and that is to 
make dirty things clean. 

Did you know that soap is men¬ 
tioned in the Bible? Take your 
Bible and turn to Jeremiah, chap¬ 
ter 2 and verse 22 and you will find 
this: “For though thou wash thee 
with nitre, and take thee much 
soap, yet thine iniquity is marked 
before me.” This verse tells us 
that even if we wash ourselves, 
that is our hearts with nitre, which 
is a very strong substance for 
cleaning, or even wash with much 
soap, yet our sin is not taken away. 
Soap washes off the dirt on the out¬ 
side, but it cannot get us clean on 
the inside. And that is where the 
sin is, isn’t it? When we wash the 
outside, we are clean as far as 
those around* us are concerned, but 
God looks at our hearts and sees 
that there is still sin there. In I 
Samuel 16:7 we see “The Lord 
looketh on the heart.” How can 
we get rid of that dirt in our 
hearts, which we call sin? 

Turn in your Bibles once again 
to I John 1:7 and there you will 
read, “The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
That is what it takes to have our 
dirty hearts "washed white. Only 
Jesus’ blood can do that. 

This month we celebrate Easter 


—we think of the time when Jesus 
died on the cross for our sins, how 
He was buried and then how He 
arose again on the third day, in a 
very special way. You see, boys 
and girls, it was when Jesus died 
on the cross that He shed His 
.precious blood that we might have 
our. hearts that are dirty with sin 
washed white. You may be wonder¬ 
ing just how this all happens.

The above title is taken from 
Acts 2:33. These words were 
spoken by the Apostle Peter to 
the multitudes round about that 
had heard and that had seen the 
mighty pouring out of the Holy 
Ghost baptism. They (the multi¬ 
tude) thought them to be drunken. 
Peter being full of the Holy Ghost 
expounded unto them the mighty 
word of God and revealed to them 
the FACT that this whs the ful¬ 
filment of Joel’s prophecy given 
many years before Christ. Peter, 
through the mighty surging power 
of the Holy Ghost through his 
being, revealed unto them the 
resurrected, exalted, glorified' 
Christ which proved that Jesus 
was both the Lord and Christ. So 
great was the spirit of conviction 
that the listeners were cut to the 
heart and with anxiety asked the 
apostles, “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” Then Peter quoted 
to them the well-known verses 
found in Acts 2:38-39, “Repent and 
be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, AND YE 
SHALL RECEIVE THE GIFT 
OF THE HOLY GHOST. For the 
promise is unto you and to your 
children, and to ALL that are 
afar off, even as many the LORD 
OUR GOD SHALL CALL”. 
Through Peter’s God-anointed 
message, about 3,000 souls were 
added into the kingdom of God. 

Beloved, if we examine the 
Word of God closely, we’ll dis¬ 
cover four main categories or 
classes concerning many themes. 
Namely, FACTS, to be BELIEV¬ 
ED; COMMANDMENTS to be 
OBEYED; PROMISES to be 
RECEIVED; and WARNINGS to 
be HEEDED. This rule can be 
applied on almost every doctrine 
found in God’s Word, such as, 
Salvation through the blood of 
Jesus Christ, Healing for the 
body, Baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
etc. We would like to deal with 
the latter, more exclusively viz. 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Facts to be Believed 

The doctrine of the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost is an established 
fact in the Word of God. If one 


takes time and examines the Bible, 
both the Old Testament and the 
New Testament, that one would 
find many definite prophecies, 
allusions, and types therein con¬ 
cerning the marvelous Baptism. 
Some examples I Chron. 5:11-14. 
A close examination of this beauti¬ 
ful portion of God’s Word will 
reveal the said FACT when com¬ 
pared with Acts, Chapters 1 and 2. 
See also Isa. 28:11-12, Joel 2:28-32. 
These FACTS are placed in the 
Word of God for us to BELIEVE! 

Jesus Christ our Lord gave us 
some wonderful FACTS concern¬ 
ing our theme. Some of these are 
found in Jn. 14:26, 14:16 and 
Jn. 7:37-39. All these pointed to 
the day of Pentecost. Let us 
therefore BELIEVE THESE 
FACTS. Hold on to them! They’re

yours! We shall now discuss the 
next category: 

Commandments to be Obeyed 

In Eph. 5:18, we read “Be not 
drunk with wine wherein is excess; 
BUT BE FILLED WITH THE 
SPIRIT”. The Scriptural com¬ 
mand to ALL BELIEVERS is 
“Be filled with the Spirit”. Dr. C. 
I. Scofield points out that there is 
a difference between HAVING the 
Holy Spirit, which is true of all 
believer’s and being FILLED with 
the Spirit, which is the believer’s 
privilege, and DUTY. IT will give 
victory in your soul over all be¬ 
setting sins of this age and also 
will empower you for more effi¬ 
cient service. Jesus said in 
Jn. 14:12 “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, the things that I do 
shall ye do also and greater things 
than these shall ye do because I 
go unto my Father.” Halellujah! 
Think of it! “GREATER THINGS 
. , . SHALL YE DO because I go 


unto my Father.” Christian friend, 
it is your privilege and duty to 
obey the Word of God. We should 
never rest until we know God’s 
plan and will for our lives. The 
Word of God bears out the fact 
that to‘be filled with the Spirit is 
in accordance to His Divine plan. 
Christians, be filled with the 
Spirit! 

Promises to be Received 

We read in Acts 2:39 “For the 
PROMISE is unto you, and to your 
children, and to ALL that are 
afar off, even as many the Lord 
our God shall CALL.” To say that 
this promise is not for you is to 
imply that you are not in the body 
of Christ. Scripture declares that 
this promise is for the ‘called ones’. 
That includes every born again 
saint in this terrestrial realm. It’s 
impossible to interpret this verse 
in any other way. Many of our 
apostate Fundamentalists are 
pussy-footing around this verse, if 
you will kindly pardon the expres¬ 
sion. It is plain, and quite explic¬ 
able. Jesus admonished His dis¬ 
ciples to tarry in the city of 
Jerusalem until they be endued 
with POWER from on high. (See 
Luke 24:49) “Behold, I send the 
PROMISE of the Father upon 
you.” Note the steps we have 
taken thus far: First, we have the 
FACTS which we BELIEVE; then 
we OBEY His COMMAND¬ 
MENTS; and thirdly, we RE¬ 
CEIVE His PROMISE. 

Beloved in the Lord, if you 
haven’t received this wonderful 
promise yet, we beseech you to 
receive it. Take it! It’s yours! 
Snatch it! Hold on to it! You may 
be waiting for this promise and 
probably have tarried for a great 
length of time. Actually, it is 
God that is waiting so very pa¬ 
tiently upon you to RECEIVE 
His wonderful promise. Don’t 
keep Him waiting, simply yield 
yourself to Him and receive it! 
Warnings to be Heeded 

Now we’ shall discuss this last 
division or category. We have 
three Scriptures in mind regard¬ 
ing the warnings given in God’s 
Word regarding the Holy Spirit. 
Acts 7:51 “Ye do always resist 
the Holy Ghost.” To resist is to set 
oneself in array against the Holy 
Ghost. You might say, “I’m not in¬ 
terested ; this is not for me; I 
don’t want a life like that.” If you

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FIVE ASPECTS OF THE CROS: 


Once again we draw near to the 
Easter season, but before we gaze 
upon an empty tomb and glory in a 
Risen Saviour, we must of neces¬ 
sity view dark Calvary, and re¬ 
member with grateful hearts the 
One who there made full atone¬ 
ment for a world of sinners. The 
apostle Paul wrote “God forbid 
that I should glory save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom, the world is crucified unto 
me, and I unto the world”. (Gal. 
6:14.) 

The Cross was the Roman gibbet 
or scaffold upon which the world 
(Jew and Gentile) murdered the 
Lord of glory. It was the most 
ignominious of deaths — a cursed 
thing to be thus nailed to a cross 
of wood and lifted between heaven 
and earth, “For it is written, 
Cursed is every one that hangeth 
on a Tree”. (Gal. 3:13.) One cannot 
read the grim story as recorded in 
the four gospels .without the heart 
going out in sympathy and love to 
that lone sufferer—the rabble at 
the foot of the cross gazing with 
morbid indifference at his suffer¬ 
ings with callous shouts “He saved 
others, himself He cannot save. If 
thou be the Christ come down from 
the cross”; the railing thief and 
his penitent fellow; the pathetic 
little group—John and the three 
Marys; the quaking earth and the 
sudden darkness; the last sayings 
of the suffering Messiah—“Father 
forgive them: This day shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise: I thirst;” 
the sponge and vinegar; the final 
triumphant cry “It is finished”; 
the spear wound in his side and the 
double stream of blood and water. 
Yet from this tragic scene has 
come the most glorious message 
man has ever heard, that God and 
man are now reconciled by this one 
offering for sin; that a “Daysman” 
has at last been found who can 
“Lay his hand on both” God and 
man and bring them together in 
peace. (Job. 9:33). 

There are five aspects of the 
Cross of Christ which are set forth 
in the Word, and which are here

presented for our meditation dur¬ 
ing this Passion week:— 

1. The Death of the Cross. Phil. 
2:8. “Being found in fashion as a 
man, He humbled Himself, and be¬ 
came obedient unto death, even the

death of the cross”. A race of sin¬ 
ners stood on the brink of doom, 
under the penalty of death, help¬ 
less to deliver themselves—then 
Jesus came and took their place. 
The iron gates of death that stood 
open for mankind were entered by 
our Champion, and like Sampson 
of old he carried them to the top 
of Hebron (fellowship) so that God 


and man might once more, as in 
Eden, have fellowship together. 

2. The Blood of the Cross. Col. 
1:20. “Having made peace through 
the blood of His cross, by Him to 
reconcile all things unto Himself”. 
The life is in the blood, and 
through the shedding of his blood 
he made atonement for our sins. 
“Without shedding of blood is no 
remission.” (Heb. 9:22.) There is 
no other way of deliverance; no 
other remedy for sin. “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not re¬ 
deemed with corruptible things> as 
silver and gold . . . but with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot”. (I Pet. 1:18-19.) 

3. The preaching (Word R.Y.) 
of the Cross. (I Cor. 1:18) “For 
the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but 
unto us which are saved it is the 
power of God”. Preaching of the 
cross is the message for our day 
and generation. All other preach¬ 
ing falls short of the mark. The 
cross means that every claim of 
divine justice has been fully met 
in the death of Christ, that God 
is now reconciled to man in the 
death of His Son, and beseeching 
man to be “reconciled to God”. It 
reveals the love of God—“Herein is 
love, not that we loved God, but 
that He loved us, and sent His 
Son to be the propitiation for our 
sins”. (I John 4:10.) To the world 
it is foolishness (that the death of 
one could atone for all), but to 
those who believe, it brings salva¬ 
tion, peace, joy and power. 

4. The offence of the cross. Gal. 
5:11. “I, brethren, if I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet suffer 
persecution? then is the offence of 
the cross ceased”. Preaching the 
cross gives offence to men, because 
it utterly repudiates their claim 
to a righteousness of their own. 
Many ceaselessly work to build a 
structure of good works, charities, 
fastings, penitence, tears, hoping 
thus to appease God and obtain 
salvation. They are offended at 
hearing that all self-righteousness

Again we greet' you in that 
Name which is above every Name! 

We may well say with the 
apostle Paul, “Now thanks be unto 
God, which always causeth us to 
triumph in Christ.” 

How wonderful it is to see the 
triumph of the gospel in the lives 
of these poor benighted natives 
here! Truly, the entrance of His 
Word giveth light. And what an 
illumination there is on these dark 
countenances when they are light¬ 
ed by the “glory of God”! Truly 
it is well worth it all to have the 
privilege of bringing The Light, 
to those who sit in darkness and 
the shadow of death. 

Our Sundays are busier than 
ever, since we have opened up this 
new village. We have our usual 
Sunday morning Sunday School 
and morning service, the atten¬ 
dance of both is showing gratify¬ 
ing improvement. And yesterday 
our hearts were greatly encourag¬ 
ed when we dealt with our Sunday 
School group to see them come 
forward to accept the Lord as their 
own Saviour. Although numbers 
came following the others in 
sheep fashion, still there were 
many among both girls and boys 
who were really moved by His 
Spirit. Little woolly heads were 
bowed right down to the floor. And 
many dark eyes were wet with 
tears. It was sweet to listen to 
their prayers. One little girl said, 
“We ought to love you Jesus, be¬ 
cause you threw your life away 
for us.” 

Then in the morning service, one 
of our young labourers was at the 
chui'ch service for the first time, 
although he had attended our 
weekly laborers’ meetings, and 
had been dealt with by the saved 
workers. When the altar call was 
given, he sought the Lord so earn¬ 
estly in prayer. And the Lord met 
him in such a wonderful way, that 
today his face was just shining 
with the Glory of God. He and 
three other saved workers were 
all working on the same job, and 
having a grand time of fellowship 


together. One lad said, “The bless¬ 
ing of the Lord is so sweet, it’s 
just as sweet as sugar.” 

Pray for another of our boys 
who was away in his home village 
for a while testifying for the Lord. 
Since then his wife has left him, 
which is a common practice among 
these people here: but it will 
greatly mar his testimony, as he 
too wants to work for the Lord. 
And he has come back to take in 
our Bible studies next month. Do 
pray that God will make these 
studies a great feast of good 
things to their souls, and that He 
will open their undei’standing into 
the deep things of God! 



Pray too, for our Sunday after¬ 
noon village services, especially 
that we may not be cut off from 
them during the rains, which are 
now on. Last Sunday we had to 
ford quite a stream of water, and 
if it rises any higher, we may not 
get through again. But the inter¬ 
est is so keen in this new village, 
that we just can’t bear to give it 
up. It would do your hearts good 
to see the people streaming in 
from all directions from the other 
villages, to hear the Word of God. 
The chief, who is greatly interest¬ 
ed, has the yard all swept, and 
mats spread for us all. And if you 
could see the filth we often sit 
down amongst in other villages, 
you would appreciate this kindly 
gesture. All listen with rapt atten¬ 
tion, as testimonies are given fey 
our keen young Christians, both 


in word and song. They also enjoy 
the Gospel whether in the form of 
flannelgraph story or object les¬ 
son. His Spirit of conviction is 
deepening in hearts and soon, 
please God, we expect to see a real 
move there for Him. Last Sunday 
the chief was so pleased with the 
Word of God, he told our native 
helper, ‘Next week you must not 
leave until the sun goes down, so 
that we can learn more. And we 
must cook some food for you be¬ 
fore you go.” He managed to find 
three eggs to give us as we were 
leaving, as a little token of appre¬ 
ciation. 

We would like to be able to give 
them more time. But we have to 
hasten on to another village w'here 
we have been giving the gospel 
now for over two years, but here 
without any apparent results. 
However turnouts are good, and 
we feel that we must continue to 
sow the Seed, and trust Him for 
the harvest. 

And so we wend our way home 
just at dusk, with our Christians 
still singing, although we have 
been on the go for an eight-hour 
stretch, with just a ljttle break at 
noon to eat the lunch we take 
along with us. We’re tired, yes, 
very tired, but oh so happy, and 
so satisfied in our souls because 
God is moving in the midst. And 
it will be worth it all when we see 
Jesus! 

Again we say, God bless each 
one of you who has a part in the 
work here, either in the ministry 
of prayer, or giving, or inspiring 
us with your parcels or your let¬ 
ters. J was so deeply moved upon 
receiving a letter from a dear sis¬ 
ter in the Lord who wanted to help 
financially, but felt that she had 
nothing to give. She was talking 
to the Lord about it, and she said 
then the Lord reminded her of the 
money she was saving for a winter 
coat, and asked her would she give 
that. And she told Him that she 
would. Dear friends, we feel hum¬ 
bled in the presence of the Lord. 
And I’m praying that God will 
put it on the heart of some other 
soul who may have two coats, to 
send one to the office in Saskatoon, 
where this sister’s name will be 
kept by Brother Orchard, to send 
it on to her. 

May God bless each one of you 
throughout the coming year, and

TOPICS FOR TEENS 
“If Any Sin:” 

Teaching on the SECURITY of 
every true believer in Christ brings 
with it many seemingly perplexing 
questions, but before we deal with 
a few of these let us reconsider the 
facts of God’s eternal Word. 

We must continually remember 
that our security is not dependent 
on our two-by-four ability, to keep 
ourselves, but entirely rooted in 
the ability of our Heavenly Father 
to “ . . . KEEP that which we have 
committed unto Him.” 

“Yes,” you may say, “but if I do 


sin now, what will happen? For 
even though I am God’s child, I 
may not always live in obedience 
to His will.” 

Permit me to tell you what 
should happen as far as you’re con¬ 
cerned. It’s your move! YOU are 
the one who is to act first, and then 
God promises to do His part. 

“ ... If any man sin, we have an 
advocate (to plead our cause) with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous” (1 John 2:1). 

He it is, who ever liveth to make 
intercession for vou. (Hebrews 
7:25.) 

If, as a child of God, you are con¬ 
scious of having sinned, and dis¬ 
obeyed the Lord and grieved the 
Holy Spirit, then put your case into 
the hands of your Advocate and 
come before Him in 'true repent¬ 
ance. 

“If we confess our sins, He is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un¬ 
righteousness.” (1 John 1:9.) 

Until you do this, you cannot 
enjoy fellowship and communion 
with God. 

Grasp this fact! God hates SIN, 
and if you and I would be one with 
Him in fellowship, we must share 
that same hatred.

We are given a 
new nature, new aims, new ambi¬ 
tions, in fact we are new creations 
in Christ. (2 Cor. 5:17.) 

“Shall we continue in sin, that 
grace may abound? God forbid!” 

If an individual continues in sin 
and, by his inconsistent life, serves 
Satan after having professed en¬ 
listment in the army of King Jesus, 
the important question is, Did he 
ever enlist? Was he truly “born 
again?” Has he believed in his

ARE YOU WISE? 

^ “ ... He that winneth souls is 

wise” (Proverbs 11:30).

THE ENSIGN OF THE OVERCOMER

“If ye sutler for righteousness 
sake, happy are ye: and be not 
afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled; but sanctify the Lord 
God in your hearts: and be ready 
always to give an answer to every 
man that asketh you a reason for 
the hope that is in you, with 
meekness and fear.” 1 Pet. 8:14-15. 
★ 

1. Persecuted yet Happy. 

To suffer for righteousness 
sake brings forth the divine bea¬ 
titude—“Happy (or Blessed) are 
ye”. This special kind of sutfering 
is that which those who hate truth 
and righteousness delight to mete 
out to consecrated followers of 
Christ. In the life of our Lord 
himself, the Incarnation led to 
Pilate’s judgment hall, and on to 
blood-drenched Calvary, where 
amid humanity’s manifest hatred 
the Lamb of God was slain. When 
He enters by His Spirit into the 
lives of those who wholly con¬ 
secrate themselves to Him, and 
begins to manifest His presence 
mightily within them, at once the 
prejudice and hatred of evil men 
is encountered, as the long line of 
martyrs can so amply testify. 

-Each age has its peculiar charac¬ 
teristics. While the middle ages 
suppressed the truth by torture, 
sword and flame, today we are met 
by a cold indifference to truth 
which is more subtle, and tends to 
lull the church to sleep. Saints of 
God, no more terrible rebuke can 
fall from the Master’s lips than 
those He spake to the religious 
class of His day—“The world can¬ 
not hate you”. Not to be hated by 
the world; to be flattered and 
spoken well of by the world—is one 
of the worst positions a Christian 
can find himself in. Said an ancient 
sage—“What bad thing have I 
done, that he should speak well of 
me”. The friendship of the world is 
enmity with God. Every chtfrch 
denomination while in the zenith 
of its power in reaching souls was 
a hissing and byword to the un¬ 
godly; but their popularity with 
the world grew in the exact ratio 
to their declining spirituality. 
Absence of the world’s hate proves 
we do not testify against it that 
its works are evil. “Whosoever 


therefore will be a friend of the 
world is the enemy of God.” “If ye 
suffer for righteousness sake, 
happy (blessed) are ye”. The Lord 
pours in abundance of joy and 
blessing to the tested and tried 
saint, so that he can be happy 
though persecuted. 

2. Persecuted yet Unafraid. 

Peter says “Be not afraid of 
their terror”. He had heard the 
Lord Jesus himself admonish his 
own along these lines^—“Be not 
afraid of them that kill the body: 
and after that have no more that 
they can do”. “Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid”. Face the foe without 
trembling; look him square in the 
eye without fear. Brave words in¬ 
deed, but how can'this be done! 
Some are blessed with a fearless 
character from birth; to them such 
an admonition comes easy. But 
what of the rank and file of the 
many who are naturally timid and 
fearful? Can they not be excused 
if they tremble and are afraid? 
Or is this fearlessness expected of 
all ? Saints of God, let me hand you 
the golden key to courage. Here it 
is—Expel fear by fear. Drive out 
your fear of man by the fear of 
God. In the scripture quoted above, 
Peter said “Sanctify the Lord God 
in your hearts”. These words are 
quoted from Isaiah at a time when 
the house of David learned 
that “Syria is confederate with

is as filthy rags in the sight of God. 
To such “the cross” is an offence. 
But God declares that “By grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: It is the 
gift of God; not of works, lest any 
man should boast”. (Eph. 2:8-9). 
Jesus paid it all. 

5. The glory of the cross. Gal. 
6:14. “But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world is 
crucified unto me ,and I unto the 
world”. This is the believer’s glory, 
to rejoice in the finished work of 
Christ. To the Jews the crucified 
Jesus was a stumbling block, at 


which they still stumble, and to the 
Gentiles foolishness; but to those 
who believe it is the power and 
wisdom of God. From this source 
alone is eternal life received. 

Thus let us who believe approach 
Passion Week with a sense of 
deepest gratitude to Him who died 
for us, that we may with greater 
joy behold Him as our Risen Lord.

Are You Dead Or Alive? 

Pastor Leonard Martin 


Absurd question, you say! 
Nevertheless, this question is 
based on Scripture and is a solemn 
one indeed. It is based on the 
death, burial and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. The thought is not 
physical death or physical life, 
but spiritual death and spiritual 
life. But for the present, the 
question is, 

What Think Ye of Christ? 

(Matt. 22:42) 

This is the Easter season. Could 
it be that it will come and go the 
same as the Christmas season, 
and seldom a thought be given to 
the reason for its inception. At 
this season we commemorate the 
death, burial and resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Even before 
His birth into this world God 
commanded that He should be 
called Jesus, which means Saviour. 
Your acceptance or rejection of 
Him as Saviour determines 
whether you are dead to God and 
spiritual things or whether you 
are alive to God. It determines 
your eternal destiny, far beyond 
this life and the grave. 

Come With me, in spirit, to that 
rugged hill called Calvary or 
Golgotha, just outside the city of 
Jerusalem. We’ll not uncover any 
new mysteries or spectacular 
events, but only the age-old facts 
and truths which millions, for 
many centuries, have received and 
believed and have found life, and 
joy and peace in believing. I expect 
to meet all these so-called “simple- 
minded” folk some day. But we 
were on our way to Calvary: It’s 
a stormy day and dark, as we 
climb that hill. Crowds—no, better 
say mobs mill restlessly around 
the brow of the hill, with almost 
every expression of emotion dis¬ 
played of which the human is 
capable. Some are mocking, some 
sober, some laughing, some cry¬ 
ing, awe-struck, terrified. What is 
this ? The centre of attraction 
seems to be three men on three 
crosses—criminals, public enemies 
no doubt. 

Let’s leave the drama now, and 


get a little closer home. On that 
centre cross hung your Saviour 
and mine. There was a day when 
the One who hung on the centre 
cross meant no more to me than 
the criminals hanging on either 
side of Him. Furthermore, by my 
pride, which kept me from ack¬ 
nowledging Him as my only 
Saviour and Lord, I gave my voice 
with the fickle section of that mob, 
who looked and acted and talked 
of Him as though He were a 
criminal of criminals. For Jesus 
Christ is either the Saviour and 
only mediator between God and 
man, the One before whom angels, 
devils and. men MUST bow, or he 
is a deceiver, a criminal and a 
liar, and all His claims about Him- 
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self are false. Ah, wonderful 
Saviour! His claims of Himself 
have ever stood the test of rank 


unbelief and His gracious words 
bring life to the sin-sick soul. I, 
personally, have found in Him a 
perfect Saviour from sin, and a 
faithful, never-failing Friend. The 
shouting mobs were the criminals 
at the crucifixion—I was the crim¬ 
inal until the Lord Jesus saved my 
soul. 

But the truth of this glorious 
emancipation from sin is too good 
and too vital to withold. I am con¬ 


strained, by the love of God in my 
heart, to ask you what you think 
of Christ. We have stated that 
He was either a deceiver or a 
Saviour that no soul on earth can 
evade. (Luke 11:14-28, Phil. 
2:9-11) The beings in the heavens 
acknowledge Him as very God, for 
angels continually shout His 
praises. The creatures of the un¬ 
derworld acknowledge Him too, for 
the devils believe and tremble at 
His presence. (James 2:19) Many 
times during His earthly ministry, 
as He was casting out demons, 
they came out, with the acknowl¬ 
edgment that He was the Son of 
God, the all-powerful One. But 
men, who are lesser in power than 
either angels or demons, seem to- 
have “no fear of God before their 
eyes”. If they don’t praise Him 
for the salvation which He has 
provided at cost of His own blood, 
to keep them from eternal doom, 
they should at least tremble with 
the devils at the thought of their 
certain damnation, if they con¬ 
tinue to reject Him. 

How about you then, friend? 
What does the Christ of Calvary 
mean to you at this Easter season? 
Nothing? Surely that is impos¬ 
sible, or else you are pitifully 
ignorant of the greatest facts of 
human history—not merely ignor¬ 
ance of fche fact that He "died on 
a cross, but of the reason for that 
death. Look again to that figure 
on the centre cross. Listen to 
Him: “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” (Matt. 27:46) 
He was forsaken of the Father for 
you. Again, “Father forgive them, 
for they know not what they do.” 
(Luke 23:34) As He freely forgave 
His crucifiers, He likewise offers 
forgiveness to you. “It is finished.” 
(John 19:30) Your redemption 
price is complete, your passport to 
heaven is sure. Just previous to 
this He said to the dying thief 
who believed on Him, “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” 
(Luke 23:43) He alone has the 
power to admit you to heaven’s 
glory. You are helpless to work 
your way toward it. (Ephesians 
2:8, 9) 

Christ died the physical death 
and they laid His body in a tomb. 
A great stone was rolled to the 
entrance. One hundred soldiers 
were placed to guard it that no 
one should steal His body away.

Is Christ Still DEAD to You? 

Or could it be that you are 
DEAD to Him? If Christ’s body 
still remains in that tomb, then 
there is absolutely no thought of 
hope beyond this life, for you and 
I. “If Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain ... ye are yet in your 
sins.” (I Cor. 15:14, 17) Naturally 
then, for any soul who will not 
accept the risen Christ, he or she 
is yet in their sins and under the 
condemnation of Almighty God. 
“But now is Christ risen from the 
dead.” (I Cor. 15:20) One angel 
was sent from heaven to that 
garden to roll away the stone from 
the tomb’s entrance. At the very 
sight of him, all those valiant 
soldiers became as dead men. 
Praise be to God forever, Jesus 
Christ arose bodily, and was seen 
of more than five hundred be¬ 
lievers of that day. (I Cor. 15:16) 
The Bible doesn’t say that He 
showed Himself to any unbelievers 
after His resurrection. Again, it 
was the company of believers only, 
who witnessed His ascension. Since 
He lives, there is nothing in 
heaven, earth or hell to hinder you 
from having eternal life, except 
your own pride and unbelief. Hear 
His own words in John 11:25: 
“I am the resurrection and the 
LIFE: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall 
he LIVE.” This is your guarantee 
of both a spiritual and a physical 
resurrection. 

Are You DEAD or ALIVE? 

You may be dead while you live 
— may be very much alive in the 
activities and pleasures of this 
world, but here’s God’s Word on 
that: “She (or he) that liveth in 
pleasure is dead while she (or he) 
liveth.” ( Tim. 5:6) “And you hath 
He quickened, who were dead in 
trespasses and sins.” (Eph. 2:1) 
As long as you are treading “the 
course of this world” and going 
“with the crowd” (Matt. 7:13), 


you are dead to God, in a lost state

Ephraim. And his heart was 
moved, and the heart of his 
people, as the trees of the wood 
are moved with the wind”. (Isa. 
7:2). They were terribly afraid of 
this confederacy which was aimed 
against them. Then the Lord sent 
them this heartening word—“Say 
ye not, a Confederacy, to all them 
to whom this people shall say, A 
Confederacy; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid. Sanctify the 
Lord of hosts himself: and let him 
be your fear, and let him be your 
dread”. (Isa. 8:12-13). If they 
would fedr the Lord, they need not 
fear the foe. Fear would cast out 
fear. 

In many of life’s episodes we 
may see fear casting out fear. The 
fear of being burnt alive will 
nerve a timid soul to leap, from a 
high window into the fireman’s 
net; the fear for her young will 
nerve a timid bird to feign a 
broken wing and flutter close to 
man, in order that her little ones 
may escape. May we so enshrine 
the Lord himself in our hearts, 
and fear Him so supremely, that 
no other fear shall enchain us. 


May our fear of Him make us that 
we dare not sin against Him. When 
we thus so fear the Lord, we will 
find Him a sanctuary of defence 
against the enemy. “Though a host 
should encamp against me my 
heart shall not fear. For in the 
time of trouble He shall hide me.” 

3. Persecuted yet full of hope. 

“Be ready always to give an 
answer to every man that asketh 
you a reason for the hope that is 
in you, with meekness and fear.” 
Our deeds and our Christian con¬ 
duct have a speech all their own. 
The world looks on and judges 
accordingly. When a Christian can 
so conduct himself under persecu¬ 
tion as to commend himself to 
those who watch his life, some will 
doubtless ask him the reason for 
his calm amid the storm, and his 
hope amid contrary circumstances. 
“Be ready always to give an 
answer.” If we are drawing much 
upon the hidden grace of His 
Spirit, our speech will distil as 
the dew when we reply to our 
questioners. What a glorious hope 
we have within us—“Christ in you, 
the hope of glory”. Around us 
storms, within us Peace, and Joy, 
and Hope—Hope of His soon com¬ 
ing to receive us unto Himself. 


Let us then when persecuted 
and troubled, display this Chris¬ 
tian ensign with its three bright 
colors — Happiness, Fearlessness, 
Hopefulness. Lift it high. It is the 
ensign of the overcomer.
